Committee on Dental Health Education

f all the committees within the 
O Chicago Dental Society, one of 

the most vital and active is our 
Dental Health Education Committee. All 
of us realize the importance of educating 
the public to better dental health, and 
it is the job of this committee to devise 
the ways and means for doing so. This 
is being accomplished by various meth- 
ods, each aimed at reaching the public 
either through the schools, civic groups, 
and industry, or via the press, radio or 
television. 

Working toward this end, the Society, 
in the spring of 1960, added to its per- 
sonnel a Dental Co-ordinator, an ap- 
pointment proven most valuable and 
satisfactory to this hard-working commit- 
tee. The CDS Public Relations Commis- 
sion in cooperation with the Society’s 
public relations counsel, the Julian Jack- 
son Agency, is presently contributing to 
the committee’s efiorts by beaming mes- 
sages to parents over radio urging dental 
appointments for children at the begin- 
ning of the school year. From August 
14th to 18th thirty-six of these spot an- 
nouncements went out over the air. And 
on Sunday mornings at 8:30, over station 
WJ JD, we have a new series of broadcasts 
under way titled, “Your Dental Health.” 

During 1960, Society members in co- 
operation with the committee and the 
School Dental Health Department of the 
Board of Health were able to complete 


dental inspections in 108 schools, an in- 
crease of 40 schools over the preceding 
year. Included in the school dental health 
program are classroom activities, dental 
health films and other visual aids, all 
presented to the children according to 
the grade level. The school nurse or 
Board of Health nurse can be instru- 
mental in establishing a good relation- 
ship between the child and the dental 
office. During the last Midwinter Meet- 
ing more than 100 nurses attended a 
Dental Health Nurses Panel session at 
which time they heard talks by dental 
health educators, dental programs were 
outlined, and for good measure, enter- 
tainment was provided. During the past 
year a new procedure was introduced by 
the committee when it promoted a course 
in Dental Health Education at the high 
school level. Through the cooperation 
of the authorities of Niles Township 
High School and the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety, classes were conducted for the 
physical education teachers of the school 
in a course on dental health. They are 
now teaching the course to the high 
school students. In addition to learning 
about dental health, the students receive 
credit for the course, and also it is hoped 
that some of them will be inspired to 
enter upon dentistry as a profession. This 
dental health education at the high 
school level shows great promise and

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Help! Please do Not Shirk Your Responsibility! 


A month or so ago the writer editorialized on the importance of mouth 
guards for contact sports and took particular pains to emphasize that only 
mouth guards made with the utmost skill and care were of real value in pro- 
tecting the teeth of our young athletes. Anything less than precision adaptation 
to the teeth and soft tissues would serve no useful purpose. This can only be 
done by the professional man and cannot be passed on to unskilled hands. These 
mouth guards should be part of the standard equipment just as head guards, 
shoulder and hip pads, and all of the other protective equipment the player 
should have. The writer suggested that the booklet put out by the American 
Association of Physical Education and Recreation and the A.D.A. be studied 
for the best method to care for these young men. It was made very emphatic 
that the work should not be a mass production job but one in which the dentists 
in a community would first meet together to lay plans on how to service these 
youngsters and to do the work in the individual dental office. It was suggested 
that the fee be kept nominal since this was in part a community service. At no 
time did the writer propose for one minute that this service be done gratis but 
rather that the cost fall into the area of that paid for a good helmet and be 
paid for out of the same funds. 

To the writer’s surprise and consternation there appeared in one of the 
metropolitan newspapers an article about how a number of dentists in a com- 
munity had met with members of the team to provide them with mouth guards. 
The dentists took the impressions of the mouth, ran the models and then 
furnished the materials and demonstrated how each player could make his own 
mouth guard over a model of his mouth. It was the last thing we had even 
imagined would happen. The booklet mentioned in the paper prepared by the 
joint committees of the American Dental Association and the American Associ- 
ation of Health, Physical Education and Recreation never made any other 
suggestion than that the utmost skillful care must be used in the preparation of 
these mouth guards in order to make them most effective and to give assured 
protection. Otherwise, it is a waste of time, a false security. 

The writer in no way is critical of the motives of those who gave their services 
for he is sure they were the best but this in no way changes the situation. If 
YOU AND [I are going to make effective the mandate of the National Alliance 
Football Rules Committee that protection be worn for the 1962 season, then 
you and I must give the very best of skills to provide mouth guards. 

Only the skilled professional man can render this service. The fitting and 
adjusting can only be properly and legally done by the dentist. 

Professional service cannot be delegated to less skilled hands if we are to 
maintain the high degree of health service Americans have come to know and 
expect. Only the very best is deserved by our youth and their welfare. Only the 
best possible mouth protector will give the protection they deserve and only 
your very best skills can make those mouth protectors. 

And so, not in the vein of critical disapproval, but rather in the spirit of doing 
for our most precious possessions our very best, we appeal that this service 
which can literally save hundreds of teeth and young men from being dentally 
crippled, be done in the dental office. Then you and I will have met the chal- 
lenge of a great community service and have given to our youth assured protec- 
tion, comfort, and function. —E. Ebert.

Pharmacology and Oral Thera- 
peutics: by Edward C. Dobbs, B5S., 
D.DS., F.A.C.D., $10, 578 pages, Illus- 
trated, 12th Edition, The C. V. Mosby 
Company, St. Louis, Mo., 1961. 


The author of this well-written, well- 
organized volume does an excellent job 
of keeping abreast of the latest develop- 
ments in a field which is continually 
changing due to the efforts of modern 
research. 


The book breaks down into three nat- — 


ural sections, although the author has not 
divided it in this manner. The first part 
is concerned with the basic principles of 
pharmacology and information regarding 
the writing of prescriptions. 

The second section deals with the 
drugs of interest in dento-oral thera- 


peutics in each of the major therapeutic 
categories. Each chapter, after a brief 
introduction which describes the types of 
drugs in that category, contains clear, 
compact yet comprehensive summaries 
of the drugs, their actions, and thera- 
peutic doses. Every chapter, with one ex- 
ception, has a bibliography which in- 
cludes many of the latest references. The 
chapters dealing with anesthetics and an- 
algesics comprise the strongest section of 
the book. 

The final part deals with physical, den- 
tal, and oral therapeutics including di- 
agnosis and remedial treatment of com- 
mon dental ailments. 

This book is of great value to dental 
students and also is a handy, informative 
source of reference for the office library.

WERNER J. GRESENS 
1903-1961

JOSEPH E. SCHAEFER 
1885-1961 


When Joseph E. Schaefer died on 20 
June at age 76 a professional career 
ended that encompassed training in den- 
tistry, law, and medicine. For the past 50 
years hundreds of members of the 
Chicago Dental Society came under the 
influence of Joe Schaefer. At one time 
or another he taught at each of the three 
dental schools in Chicago. He was chief 
attending oral surgeon at Cook County 
Hospital. He spoke often and on a variety 
of subjects before the Branches and Study 
Clubs of the Chicago Dental Society. He 
was president of the society in 1933-1934. 

Joe Schaefer graduated in dentistry 
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from Chicago College of Dental Surgery 
(Loyola University) in 1907. He was ed- 
ucated in law at Kent College of Law. 
He completed his medical training at 
Rush Medical College and interned at 
Presbyterian Hospital. He was strongly 
influenced in his surgical judgment and 
skill by service under the eminent surgeon 
Arthur Dean Bevan. 

Doctor Schaefer was a veteran of 
World War 1 and 2. 

This man was a remarkable individual- 
ist. He spoke with vigor and conviction 
on almost any subject known to the cul- 
ture of man. His forthrightness on occa- 
sion led him into the area of conflict. 
Despite a gruff manner and a rather re- 
mote personality Joe Schaefer befriended 
many dentists who needed advice and 
help in their careers and practices. He 
was unselfish of his time and talent to 
anyone in distress. 

In his later years Joe Schaefer began 
painting in oils. Although he was not a 
gifted or creative artist he did better than 
most amateurs in his later-life hobby. It 
gave him substantial pleasure and many 
carefree hours; a release from tension 
that is needed by most professional men. 

Doctor Schaefer never married. —
